GOVERNMENT OF INDIA IS WAGING 
WAR ON DEATH-DEALING 
ANIMALS AND REPTILES,

Calcutta, Sept, 49.~-According {o a 
slatement published by the govern- 
ment of India the total number of per- 
sons killed by wild animals in 1910 
was 2,400, compared with 2,496 in 
1909. Man-caling tigers were more 
aggressive in the Sundarbans portion 
of the Klulna district, ond this fact is 
attributed to the diminution of their 
patural food supply, owing to the 
drowning of large nurahers of deer in 
the storm. wave “whieh accompanied 
the cyclone of 4269.) In the - Central 
Provinces and Berar, tigers destroyed 
sixty-seven victims, as compared with 
102 in the preceeding year. Six known 
man-eating ‘ligers and two panthers 
were killed during the year in these

The act of 1910 was based upon the 
recognition of trade unions. No other 
body could approach the court, More- 
over, the court, in its. award, was em- 
powered to, and did fram time to time, 
include in its award provisions making 
it compulsory upon employers to en- 
gage uplonists in preference to non- 
unionists, Mr. Wade's act of 408 an- 
nulled this partof the system, It drew 
no distinetion between the two classes, 
so far as the privileges of the system 


Were coneerned. Now it is proposed 
i that the country shalt-revert to. the 
original plan, with modifications, Pre- 


ference is to be given, but only under 
certain conditions, One is that the 
}union seeking it must open its doors 
freely lo any reputable citizen who 
+ Wishes to join, on his compliance with 
proper conditions of entry, Another is 
thal the court, when grating it, must 
be satistied that it will eoanduce to in- 
dustrial peace, or to the belter abser- 
vanee of an award, Lf these conditions 
are complied with, both of them be- 
ing, so lo speak, matters of opinion, it 
is to be obligatory upon the court to 
grant the desived preference, though 
in so doing neither legal principles nor 
legal methods can be retied wpon, That 
is a very serious matter, 
Another Novelty. 

Another feature of complete novelty 
is a provision enabling oflcers of the 
government, in the event of a strike, 
to step in and take a secret ballot of 
the men concerned, as to whether or 
not the strike shall be continued; or, 
if it is only threatened, whether it shall 
oceur at all.

Of course this and 
of reasoning points to the conclusion 
that legislation of this kind should not 
be passed at all.

courage, incurred the wrath of the 
secret society for having repeatedly re- 
fused an invilation to jein the Camor- 
ra beeause on several oceasions they 
had lent a helping hand to the police 
ub arresting 
justice, Giovanni Speranza, the elder 
of the two bfothers, had under pro- ! 
vocation even challenged the chief of 
the Torre del Greeo Camorra, Constan- 
lino Rivieccio, to a duel, which was 
fought with revolvers without a decis- 
ive resull, It was then resolved that 
Spvranza must be got rid of, and by 
the aid of Camorrist witnesses a 
charge of having attempted to extort 
money by threats with a loaded revol- 
ver from a local citizen was trumped 
up against Speranza, who, in conse- 
quence,

proved to have been a wicked plot on 
tne part of the powerfully organized 
branch of the Camorra at Torre del 
Greco, which moreover, succeeded in 
extorting $250 from Speranza’s mother 
on the pretext that unless the secret}

Pogegiardino, Savastro, and Cota.
